Upland Police Department 
discipline, hiring and promotional 
practices were found to be 
conducted in a fair manner in a 
recent investigation by the City 
Council’s police and fire committee. 

Council members Ina Petokas and 
Frank Hoover reviewed police and 
personnel records in response to 
charges by a Hispanic rights group 
last spring. Congreso para Pueblos 
Unidos (Congress for United 
Communities) demonstrated in 
front of City Hall last May to protest 
alleged arbitrary disciplinary 
practices in the department, and 
what they called a failure to follow 
federal affirmative action 
guidelines for hiring. 

Petokas and Hoover announced 
the results of their findings to the 
City Council Tuesday. 

They found discipline within the 
police department has been 
administered in ‘ta proper and

consistent manner,’’ that 
promotional practices have been 
‘consistent with continual 
improvements’’ to allow all 
candidates to progress through the 
entire selection process, and that 
hiring practices through the city 
personnel department have been 
“consistent and fair.” 

They added that a program 
designed to recruit minority 
applicants seems to have been 
successful. 

When the complaints were made 
Hispanic sworn personnel, one black 
and no women. Since that time, one 
additional Hispanic has been hired 
and a woman has been added to the 
force. 

CPU representatives also charged 
the department with police 
brutality and corruption, spurring 
an investigation by District 
Attorney James Cramer. In a report 
issued June 5, Cramer exonerated 
the department of both charges, 
commending the police department 
for ‘‘the quality and quick response 
to citizen complaints” of brutality , 
and the disciplinary actions taken 
where appropriate. 

Cramer called the allegation of 
corruption ‘“‘unfounded” with ‘‘no 
basis in fact.” 

The charge stemmed from a 
short-lived connection between the 
Upland Police Department and a 
bookmaking operation, during an 
investigation by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. The department 
was cleared of all charges of 
involvement by both the F.B.I. and 
the district attorney’s office. 

An investigation by the Fair 
Employment Practices Commission 
is still pending, following 
complaints made by two Hispanic 
officers on the force. 

City Personnel Director Mary Ann 
Reiss said FEPC representative are 
currently working with personal 
files of the officers involved, and 
will have a report at some future 
date.

Local officials rejected a proposal 
Friday to join in building a regional 
water treatment plant in Claremont 
and moved ahead with plans for a 
multimillion-dollar Upland plant to 
help meet the future water needs of 
the West End. 

Meeting in Rancho Cucamonga, 
directors of the Water Facilities 
Authority-Joint Powers Agency 
broke off talks with the Pomona 
Valley Municipal Water District for 
the larger plant in Claremont. 

The joint powers authority (JPA) 
for the West End and the Pomona 
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Nelson Palmer, attired 
as a clown, uses a 
helium tank to blow up a 
balloon, as his daughter 
Linda watches. Palmer, 
with assistance from 
Linda, wound up selling 
balloons at special 
events this summer 
when he ventured into 
the world of small 
business.

Valley district were seeking a joint 
project in Claremont to serve all of 
the West End, except Rancho 
Cucamonga, along with Claremont, 
La Verne, Glendora and San Dimas 
in eastern Los Angeles County. 

Cost savings provided the chief 
enticement for West End agencies 
joining the long-standing proposal to 
build the filtration plant in northeast 
Claremont on 29 acres east of Padua 
Avenue and north of Miramar 
Avenue. 

Projections were that the West 
End agencies could save $1.19 
million in construction costs and 
another $2.42 million in operations 
and maintenance by taking part in 
the Miramar plant instead of 
building their own plant in Upland. 

But directors of the West End JPA 
expressed concern that the potential 
cost savings would disappear in the 
face of delays by the Pomona Valley 
district and its member agencies. 

Lingering doubts about the JPA’s 
role in ownership and control over 
the operations of the Miramar plant 
and West End cities and water dis- 
tricts’ ability to qualify for impor- 
tant state loans under the Pomona 
Valley arrangement also prompted 
the decision Friday. 

Lloyd Michael, general manager 
of the Cucamonga County Water 
District, abstained from voting 
because Rancho Cucamona will not 
receive water from either plant. 

Upland owns about 16.5 acres at 
the southwest corner of Benson 
Avenue and 18th Street, and 
additional lad could purchased 
making up to 30 acres available for 
the alternate site.

The two sites are located near 
each other, each situated close to 
the boundary of Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties. 

Both the Pomona Valley district 


and the West End JPA are seeking a 
water filtration plant to treat water 
from Northern California to aug- 
ment water supplies in the region. 
Tom Homan — assistant general 
manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District — said 
a treatment plant represents an 
effort to obtain the best quality of 
water at the lowest cost. 
Both the Claremont and Upland 
sites would tap into a pipeline owned 
by the Metropolitan Water District

Man ventures into business, 
winds up looking like clown

The desire to go into business for 
yourself can produce some odd 
results. You can even wind up look- 
ing like a clown. Literally. 

That’s what Nelson Palmer of 
Upland learned this summer during 
his venture into the world of small 
business. 

Palmer is chairman of the perfor- 
ming arts department at Chaffey 
High School in Ontario, where he 
has taught drama, speech and 
English during his 21-year tenure. 

Of all the jobs he could have 
chosen as a small business man, 
Palmer elected to sell balloons. 

That’s right. He decided to dress 
up like a clown and be a balloon 
salesman. 

“During the last two or three 
months of the spring quarter,’’ he 
recalled, ‘‘I decided to go into some 
kind of business for myself.”’ 

He said he wanted to find 
something gainful to do during the 
summer and, at the same time, 
hoped to use a small business to im- 
prove his income tax situation. 

‘In response to a newspaper ad,” 
he continued, ‘‘I sent away for some 
information listing various kinds of 
businesses. 


“One of the booklets I received 
described balloon vending. It sound- 
ed so intriguing, I couldn't resist it.”’ 

Palmer’s daughter Linda, 22, is 
participating in the business with 
him. Because it helps them sell 
more balloons, they wear clown 
costumes. 

In addition, they wheel around a 
helium tank to blow up the high- 
rising balloons. 

They work separately, often 
covering different events. 

Palmer admits you have to be a 
thespian at heart to don the costume 
of a clown, paint your face and sally 
forth among the multitudes to sell 
balloons. 


But he said he’s really had fun this 
summer doing it. 


He and his daughter have sold 
balloons at auctions in Chino and 
Colton, where they have regular 
sales days; at the All States Picnic 
and Parade on Euclid Avenue; at 
the California 500 at Ontario Motor 
Speedway; at Guasti Park on busy 
weekends; and at numerous other 
places. 


At busy times, Palmer employs 
other helpers as sales persons. 


“The really enjoyable thing about 
the job,” Palmer said, ‘“‘is that you 


get such a strong reaction from 
everyone who sees you. Se 

“You get a reaction from both 
children and adults. You can’t 
always be sure how you'll affect 
different individuals but most of the 
time their response is positive. They 
seem to enjoy meeting you.”’ 

As for costumes, he said, ‘In my 
operation, we always dress like 
clowns, with our faces painted. Lin- 
da designed the costume I use -and 
has modified it for herself and other 
girls. The main colors are bright red 
and goldenrod.”’ 

In the business aspects of the job, 
he said, his wife Nancy serves as 
bookkeeper. 

“Linda has been sharing the 
responsibility. of ordering balloons 
and supplies and working on inven- 
tories,” he said. ‘‘When I go back to 
school, she’ll take over the opera- 
tion of the business and I’ll work 
only part time, like on’ weekends,’’ 


Now that he has completed.a 
summer of work, does he believe it 
was worthwhile? 


‘‘Definitely,’’ he said. 
“Sometimes it’s been a lot of work, 
but it’s been a great education. You 
can’t believe how much there is to. 
learn about running a_ business; 
Even a small business like this.”

Ermita Cordova flopped down on the green Army cot and looked up at the 
trees overhead.

Right now they are stationed in a staging area at the Prado Conser- 
vation Camp, which serves as a clearinghouse for forest service fire- 
fighters throughout Southern California. 

Tuesday night, nearly 20 crews were spread out among the trees, wrapped 
up in thick paper sleeping bags. The padded cocoons are disposable and 
warm, according to Richardson. 

Most of the crews were sent out the next morning to the stubborn Palm 
Springs fire and others to the north, but four teams were kept in reserve and 
spent the day sleeping, playing volleyball and chatting with fellow crew 
members. . : 

Some workers come back year after year. Elmer Rodriguez and his 
friends have fought forest fires for the past five years, and nicknamed 
themselves ‘‘the Turtles.” 

“Yeah,” grinned Rodriguez, ‘‘we're slow but we’re steady.”’ 

Most crew members have another job during the winter. Due to its 
seasonal nature, firefighting tends to attract a lot of college students, 
teachers and others whose jobs occupy only the winter months. 

David Trijillo, one of Rodriguez's friends, works in an underground mine 
the rest of the year, and finds it refreshing to spend the summers outdoors. 
Right now, his biggest concern is finding the closest beach. 


To be accepted as a firefighter, an applicant has to pass a fitness test, a 
physical, and attend a minimum of a 24-hour course in safety, first aid, use 
of tools and fire behavior. 


In return, they're paid about $6 an hour with no extra pay for overtime and 
provided with food, tools, clothing, hard hat and transportation, according 
to Jerry Sanchez, regional liason officer for the group. 


“Crewmen tend to be pretty young,’’ said Sanchez, ‘‘the test is pretty 
tough for older people to pass.” 


He said the number of novice firefighters on a crew is limited to six to 
assure some members will have expertise gained from experience. 


Fire fighting is hard work, but being part of the team is fun as well, the 
firefighters indicated.

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ROP offers job 
training skills to

A local program offers young peo- 

, ple a way to break out of the vicious 

cycle of “‘no experience, no job” 

when they try to enter the working 
world. 

While still enrolled as regular high 
school students, young men and 
women receive vocational and 
technical job training through the 
Baldy View Regional Occupational 
Program (ROP). 

Skills obtainable through ROP 
vary. from agriculture to health, of- 
fice .techniques, public service, 
retail sales and trade and industry. 
In some cases, existing schools are 
used as classroom spaces. Other 
courses are taught at local 
businesses, hospitals, beauty 
schools and retail stores through a 
cooperative program. 

As a teacher of retail skills in the 
program for two years, Glenda Van 
Dusen is proud of the program's ac- 
complishments and especially ex- 
cited about one of many students 
who now have permanent positions 
at challenging jobs. 

Diana Deady was a senior at 
Chaffey High School in 1979 when a 
friend said, ‘‘Come on, take a class 
with me.” 

That was an ROP class in retail 
sales at Montgomery Ward & Co. in 
Montclair. 

As a class member, Diana learned 
all functions of a retail clerk in the 
store and then had the opportunity 
to learn to operate a ‘‘sign”’ 
machine while the regular sign 
operator was on vacation. Her 
department manager, Red Moser, 
recommended her to Ward’s district 
store in Rosemead, where she was 
given a full-time position following 
her graduation from high school. 

“Those machines cost over 
$8.00... Mrs. Van Dusen said, ‘'so 
they just don’t let anyone handle it 
Diana really worked hard and 
applied herself and Mr. Moser was 
very impressed with her.” 


Diana now is back at the 
Montclair store (the daily drive to 
Rosemead became too much for 
her) and still is doing signing $e 
want to continue doing it, I really 
like it a lot.” she said

art of salesmanship, how to operate 
a cash register, how to apply for a 
job, details about retail jobs and 
particularly attitudes and how to get 
along with people. 

“The purpose,’ Mrs. Van Dusen 
said, ‘‘Is getting the students 
prepared for a job and showing them 
how to find it. 

‘“‘We have to be able to show that 
kids-in this program can get jobs”’ 
because of the class experience, she 
said. 

“Tt may be a permanent job, or it 
may be a means to an end, getting 
work while pursuing further 
education,’ she noted. 

Mrs. Van Dusen said Diana’s ex- 
perience of learning about ROP 
through a friend is very typical 

“Every student in the school dis- 
tricts gets a brochure about ROP in 
the mail, but we rely a lot on word of 
mouth.” 

Diana described her class ex- 
perience this way. ‘‘We studied a lot 
about how to approach people. We 
learned about salesmanship and how 
to get along with people.”’ 

‘““We try to teach the idea of get- 
ting along, of building self- 
confidence,’ Mrs. Van Dusen ex- 
plained 

“Yes, it sure did build my self- 
confidence,’ Diana said. ‘‘It helped 
me when I was in class almost 
knowing what the people wanted to 
hear.” she said. 

The fall term of ROP will begin 
the week of Sept. 15. Students can 
enroll in the ROP classes through 
the career specialists in the local 
schools 

Mrs. Van Dusen said class sizes 
are limited in the retail career 
courses to around 25. The sponsor 
(the retail store) limits the class 
size as to the number of people who 
can be adequately handled 

Mrs. Van Dusen said, ‘‘We expect 
students to get a job anytime during 
the semester and they do get cer- 
tificates of achievement when they 
complete the program.’ 

The teacher-representative said 
there is an advisory board for each 
kind of ROP class 

“With their help, we set up a 
checklist of what we should be 
teaching.” 

She explained that ‘‘students do 
everything employees do. My job is 
to be sure that they aren't taken ad- 
vantage of. Everything a sales clerk

Bill 
Bririgman said the board should see that support for the programs is contin- 
ued“and suggested students in athletic programs pay a fee.

‘It’s the obligation of the school to find someone to coach,”’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
not tip to parents.

Although the school received $28,500 for athletic programs next year, 
Francisco said the money will be spread thin over the remaining programs.

A valley writing teacher is too 
busy to practice what she teaches. 

Josephine Smith, 82, of Claremont 
this fall will teach two courses on 
how to write for publication. They 
are extension programs for Mt. San 
Antonio College. They are open to 
valley residents. 

Teaching the classes will add an- 
other responsibility to Mrs. Smith’s 
already crowded schedule. She pro- 
duces with her husband, Dwight, a 
weekly radio program, serves on the 
Claremont Human Services Com- 
mission and is invoived in severai 
programs for the elderly. 

“The writing classes may sound 
like twerpy old-lady courses,’ she 
said. ‘‘Actually, the best way to get 
into writing is to record things about 
yourself. A structured class pro- 
vides the necessary discipline.” 

The first course will be held on 
Tuesdays. It starts Sept. 16 at the 
First Presbyterian Church in Pomo- 
na. Sessions will be from 1 to 3 p.m. 
The other course will be held on 
Thursdays. It will start Sept. 18 at 
Hillcrest Homes in La Verne. Ses- 


sions will be from 9:30 to 11:30 a.m. 
Students may register for the free 
classes at the first sessions or 
through the college’s admissions of- 
fice. 

Mrs. Smith taught last year a 
class on, ‘‘Things Were Different in 
My Day.’’ This was under the aus- 
pices of the Claremont Friends of 
the Library. 

This class was designed for per- 
sons who wanted to record their 
family histories. One class member 
published a booklet and another be- 
gan writing and publishing books for 
children. 

“T really mean to write about my 
own experiences but just keep put- 
ting it off,”’ said Mrs. Smith. “But I 
do write long, historical letters to 
my children.” She keeps copies of 
these letters as a family record. 

Her life would lend itself to a faci- 
nating book. 

She has been a nurse, a college 
teacher, a social worker, a mother, 
a wife, a Sunday school teacher, a 
radio producer and an activist for 
the elderly.

“We had one couple call in about 
strokes because their father had suf- 
fered one,’ said an operator of the 
service. “They called back and 
thanked us because the tape helped 
them understand it better.”

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Dial-A-Band, Dial-A-Friend, Dial-A- 
Chiid, Diai-A-Hoime ana imaiiy ower 
pre-recorded messages 

The demand for on-the-spot help 
has become so great that an Orange 
County air conditioning business 
named Dial-A-Temp is constantly 
being called by those wanting to 
know how hot it is. 

‘People are getting over the 
stigma of talking to a recorded 
voice,’ Martin said. ‘‘That stigma is 
dying out very rapidly.” 

He said one telephone recording 
equipment dealer in Atlanta would 
tape the results of ‘‘Mary Hartman- 
Mary Hartman’ television shows 
for those who had missed the 
previous night’s episode. 

“Tt was so popular that they were 
told they would have to take the 
system out or install additional 
lines,”’ he said.

Child abuse, so comonly talked about, so seldom seen, 
is society’s most expensive problem, according to Guy 
Hartman, MD, a pediatrician with the Kaiser - 
Permanente Medical Center in Fontana.

Pomona is attracting more and 
more handicapped students. Those 
in wheelchairs, the blind, the deat 
and those with debilitating diseases. 

Carol Goldstein, director of dis- 
abled student services, said the 
reason for enrollment of those with 
handicaps is due to the extensive 
courses offered — as an example, 
agriculture, restaurant manage- 
ment. landscape architecture and 
engineering, to mention a few 

At this time, Goldstein said there 
are 140 to 145 disabled students of 
ages from 18 to 60 enrolled for the 
fall semester 

Goldstein started the coordination 
of the program two years ago. Her 
office is located in the university's 
library where she works amid a 
wide variety of equipment available 
for the disabled students 

Not only is there equipment, but 
the services also provide help with 
housing and securing financial aid. 
Tutorial services are provided along 
with career counseling. 

The equipment available includes 
brailled dictionary (‘‘volumes and 
volumes fill the office,’ Goldstein 


said.). Edna Lite magnifying 
system, one-handed typewriters, 
speed reader, talking calculator. 


TTY. typewriter, Varispeech tape 
recorder and a Visualtek. 

Goldstein said the deaf are provid- 
ed with signers (hand com- 
munication), the services center 
recruits readers, note takers and 
tape recorders for the blind or 
visually handicapped 

A real asset, Goldstein said, is the 
wheelchair repair shop also in the 
service center office.

“We warn all those who need 
wheelchairs to get a motorized chair 
before coming to Cal Poly,’ Golds- 
tein said. ‘You couldn’t go around 
this campus with a manual chair.”’ 

The pretty blonde with big eyes 
knows what she is talking about. 

Carol Goldstein has been using a 
wheelchair since she had her spine 
injured in a car accident at 13 years 
of age. 

Asked if she resented being con- 
fined to the wheelchair, she said, 
“No because it's hard to go back and 
remember what is was like before 
the accident.

Mondavi prepares 
to upgrade wines

WOODBRIDGE — When 

he was 15 years old, 
Mike Mondavi was assigned 
the task of cleaning out oak 
barrels with soda ash and 
water at his family’s 
Charles Drug Winery. It 
was not much fun, getting 
drenched and having his 
hands in chemicals, so Mike 
decided to do something to 
make the work easier 

““T devised a barrel 
washing machine,” he said. 
‘It does the work of 10 men, 
and it does it a lot better, 
and it extends the life of 
barrels.” 

That is one reason the 
Robert Mondavi Winery 
will upgrade its generic 
table wines later this year 
in a rather dramatic 
fashion. The barrel washer 
is part of an overall picture 
of a winery dedicated to 
quality 

Mondavi began making 
Red Table Wine, White 
Table Wine and Rose Table 
Wine in 1976. They did not 
carry vintage dates, and the 
first efforts were very good. 
But one member of the 
* Mondavi family conceded 
recently that ‘‘they did 
undergo a lot of change, and 
they had slipped. That’s 
why we're upgrading 
them.” 

But Robert, the patriarch 
of this family owned, 
Oakville-based winery, was 
selling everything he was 
making of the table wines, 
more than 900,000 cases a 
year, even though the 
quality had slipped a bit. It 
would have been easy for 
him to simply pump it out in 
continually larger amounts, 
and make a large profit. 

And for a man who is 
currently selling one of 
America’s most expensive 
Cabernet Sauvignons (his 
1974 Reserve lists for $35), 
such things as a simple red, 
white or rose table wine 
shouldn't make much 
difference, right? Wrong 

‘| was very concerned 
about the quality of the 
table wines,’ said Robert, 

and I decided to upgrade 

them with better quality 
grapes, and to age part of 
the wine in barrels.” 

Barrel aging gives most 
red wines and some whites 
their complexity, but 
Robert knew that American 
oak barrels are a bit too 
harsh for his tastes, and 
French oak has become 
very expensive — more 
than $300 each. His solution 
was to use barrels once 
used for the premium 
varietal wines made in the 
Napa Valley 

But isn’t that expensive? 

“Once we buy French 
barrels,’ said Michael, now 
president of the large 
winery, ‘‘we may 
depreciate them for tax 
purposes for a few years 
But after about six years, 
most barrels don’t impart 
too much oak flavor to 
wines. At that point we 
could sell them 

“But if we were to sell a 


60-gallon oak barrel for | 


even as much as $60, we'd 
be getting only $1 per 
gallon. To buy stainless 
storage tanks we'd have to 
pay about $1.30 per gallon.” 

Since the barrel washer 
Mike developed extends the 
life of barrels, Mondavi 
soon will have 20,000 barrels 
stored at this northern San 
Joaquin Valley winery near 
Lodi. A small percentage of 


American barrels will be | 


used, too. 

“You will see a style 
developing,” said Robert as 
we toured the facility, and 
he was right. The white 
wine (to be vintage-dated 
and named Robert Mondavi 
White) is structured along 
the lines of the winery’s 
hugely successful Fume 
Blanc (Sauvignon Blanc), 





showing a strain ot grassy. 
steely flavors through a 
light but noticeable oak 
depth. 


The 1979 Robert Mondavi 
Red aims more toward 
Mondavi's Gamay, yet wine 
maker David Henry is using 
Cabernet for 50 percent of 
the blend, with the 
remainder Zinfandel and 
some small amounts of 
Petite Sirah and Merlot 
The wine is aromatic with 
the herbal scent of 
Cabernet, tannic so it will 
age a bit, but bone dry on 
the palate, an excellent 
house wine for im- 
poverished connoisseurs. 
Both are to retail for $3 per 
fifth or less, the same price 
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as for the Red Table and 
White Table wines. 

Wood aging isn’t the only 
change. Mondavi also is 
dropping the use of such 
less-distinguished grapes as 
Carignane, Thompson 
Seedless and plans to use 
only very small amounts of 
French Colombard. The 
later grape is widely used 
for ‘‘jug wines,’ but Robert 
believes it is too assertive. 

Aging wine in smaller 
wood barrels gives it a 
complexity you can't get 
out of larger containers,” 
said Robert. But he knows, 
too, that getting the new 
line of vintage-dated 
generics on the market will 
be a slow process.

Wynner’s attitude is 
understandable.

Whether a woman is 
a pacifist or not, she is just 
as entitled to her full human 
rights. She may be a wiser 
person if she forks for 
peace, but she’s no less 
entitled to civil rights. 

Both philosophies are 
worthy, but they are not the 
same. Some women feel 
that a true feminist is a 
socialist. That’s like 
claiming that t 
feminist is also a Baptist, a 
tradeswoman and a 


marathon runner. She can 
be those things, but she’s 


not required to be. 


This is a lesson our 


earliest feminists learned 
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in a sad way. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Lucretia 
Mott believed in the 
emancipation of slaves, and 
worked toward that goal. 
They believed, and rightly 
so, that none of us is free 
until all of us are free. Yet 
at the end of the Civil War, 
black men were given the 
right to vote and women 
were not. 

I admire Stanton and 
Mott for their efforts on 
behalf of black people. This 
is work shey should have 
done. But in retrospect it’s 
easy to see that the 
emancipation of slaves and 
suffrage for women weren't 
interchangeable issues. 

Just as I can respect the 
effort of Stanton and Mott 
on behalf of slaves, and yet

separate that from 
feminism, I can also 
respect the effor of Edith 
Wynner and other pacifists, 
and not call it fiminism. 
Rosika Schwimmer, the 
Hungarian ambassador who 
was also a feminist, 
pacifist, writer, lecturer 
and world government 
advocate explained why all 
people, male and female, 
should work for peace.

Dr. Howell is the curator of en- 
tomology and invertebrate zoology 
at the San Bernardino County 
Museum in Redlands. 

Almost everyday, someone comes 
to him with some insect or 
something interesting related to in- 
sects. The learned entomologist 
(one who studies insects and bugs) 
adds the gift to his vast collection in 
the corner of his basement museum 
laboratory. 

On the lower floor of the San Ber- 
nardino County Museum is an ex- 
hibit of insects which shows insect 
fossils found in the Calico area. 
They are around 50 million years 
old. The infinitesimal fossils are 
shown won biack blocks and 
enlargements, taken by elec- 
tronphotomicrograph, alongside so 
viewers can see the qriginal insects, 
now turned into agate. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Jenkins of 
Redlands have been responsible for 
locating the fossils and having them 
photographed, Dr. Howell said. 

The amazing exhibit is across the 
room from the huge polar bears, 
brown bears and gigantic buffalo. 

“When the children come down 
here,’ Dr. Howell said, ‘‘they don’t 
want to look at insects — they want 
to see the polar bears.” 

Yet, insects play an important 
part in the life of man. Insects and 
bugs relate to man to a much 
greater extent than bears, he 
believes. 

Dr. Howell said there are 1.5

The most common insect, he 
pointed out, is the fig beetle or com- 
monly known as the green scarab, 
Dr. Howell said. This beetle is found 
nationwide and feasts principally on

fruits, especially figs from which it 
was named. 

The most deadly insect is the 
black widow spider which has a 
poisonous sting, and the honeybee is 
the most valuable insect since it 
produces honey. 

The locust, Dr. Howell, said is the 
most devastating ‘‘since it destroys 
the basic foods.”’ 


Even though the common fly is 
considered a pest, the entomologist 
said it is important because of its 
carnivorous traits. 


“It eats dead bodies of birds and 
animals, particularly in the desert,”’ 
he said. This elimates the chances of 
other birds and animals eating 


_ decayed and spoiled meat. 


“The insect which fascinates peo- 
ple is the potato bug,” Dr. Howell 
said. ‘‘The Indians created a 
mythology about the bug — which is 
really a grasshopper without wings 
— by considering it a very human in- 
sect which deprived man of immor- 
tality.” 


The potato bug is harmless and 
has nothing to do with potatoes, Dr. 
Howell revealed. The yellowish, 
fairly large potato bug is sometimes 
called a Jersalem cricket or a child 
of the earth. 


Dr. Howell had been a professor 
of zoology and physiology during his 
life in colleges and universities in 
Pennsylvania, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Vermont and New York. He retired 
from the University of Redlands in 
1977, and his work at the San Ber- 
nardino County Museum is as a 
volunteer. 


Since 1969 he has been into en- 
tomology, and his concentration 
now is to study the evolution of a 
tiny insect, the dasytid, which lives 
in desert flowers. 


“I have always been interested in 
and wanted to study the evolution of 
insects and see how the species 
differ,’ he said. 


The tiny desert beetle, of which he 
has drawers full, belongs to one of 
the biggest beetle families in the 
west. Dr. Howell said, but nothing is 
known about its breeding habits. 


“You can shake six species off one 
desert bush,” he said. His objective 
is to find a simple way to identify 
the species by a key system through 
the elimination of characteristics. 
“It’s a mystery,” he said. “I spent 
two summers trying to find out 
where they lay their eggs, but never 
did.”’ 

Shaking his head, Dr. Howell said, 
“You figure one thing out and the 
answer brings up two more 
questions. 


“It's all part of the web of life we 
don’t fully understand.” 


San Bernardino County Museum in Redlands houses a wide variety 
of exhibits of interest to area residents and visitors from out of 
state. In the basement, tucked into a corner, is the laboratory where 
Dr. Charles D. Howell studies.insects and prepares exhibits for the 
public.

World War II ended 35 years ago, 
but Justin “Soup” Hoisington still 
flies to New Guinea each year 
looking for the remains of those P51 
Mustangs that crashed there. 

Every part he finds can be used to 
restore this most popular of the 
American fighting planes. Many pi- 
lots who have $100,000 or more to 
spare dream of owning one, he said. 

Hoisinger and two partners own 
Cal Aero Sports based at Chino Air- 
port. He scavenges the world for 
parts needed to make the old fight- 
ers new again. And when the parts 
are not available, he and his me- 
chanics custom manufacture them. 

Cal Aero Sports is one of two 
firms at the airport which special- 
izes in restoring World War I 
planes. The second is Unlimited Air- 
craft, Ltd., owned by Bruce Goessl- 
ing. 

The airplane parts come from the 
most unexpected places. Goessling 
is completing a Mustang whose. 
wings came from a plane that was 
shot down over the Sinai desert in 
1946. The fuselage is from a set

mockup of the motion picture “‘Bat- 
tle Hymn,”’ starring Rock Hudson. 
The tail is from Indonesia. When the 
job is done the plane will be flown to 
Mississippi where a wealthy land 
developer has already set aside 
$100,000 for the work. 

Originally, more than 15,000 Mus- 
tangs were built for the Army Air 
Corps. But their numbers have 
dwindled. Goessling estimates only 
50 of the P51 fighters are still in fly- 
ing shape in the United States. 

“We could have more,” he ex- 
plains, ‘but major components are 
hard to find.” 

The restoration business got a big 
boost five years ago when an Oak- 
land concern bought 10 Mustangs

and six more from El Salvador. The 
cost was $50,000 each. The: planes 
came with spare parts which had 
never been used. 

Since then it has become a ques- 
tion of spotting wreckages, particu- 
larly in the South Sea Islands, where 
most of the Mustangs were used to 
fight the Japanese. News of sight- 
ings travel quickly to the 20 restora- 
tion hangars. The stakes are high. 

While both Chino establishments 
concentrate on the Mustangs, they 
are by no means limited to them. 

Hoisington’s partner, Rick Sepe, 
points with pride to a “Tony ,’’ a Ka- 
wasaki Hien Japanese fighter, 
which Aero Sports is restoring virtu- 
ally from scratch.

Jet Fighter which took 24 months to 
restore to the specification of a San- 
ta Ana client.

But not so for Soup Hoising- 
ton.

From the looks on their faces, you might think they

Win 
or lose, they wouldn’t trade their evenings for a night on 
the dance floor, at the movies or sitting in front of the 
television. They know that for themselves, at any rate, 
the time they spend is simple to explain, and the cards 
they buy money well-spent.

This 
seems to be changing some 
now and people are trying 
to get the opinions of out- 
spoken, experienced cyci- 
ists. 

“Tf a cyclist rides predic- 
tably and applies the same 
rules as he does in driving 
his car, we will see a will- 
ingness on the part of mo- 
torists to share the road,” 
Boor added. ‘‘Roads can be 
negotiated and shared. If 
you become predictable and 
obey the iaws and ruies, the 
motorists know and accept 
you as someone who knows 
what you’re doing.”

Counselor explains

Officials estimate that 7,- 
50) hearing impaired per- 
sons reside within the Mt. 
San Antonio College atten- 
dance area. 

But during the past 
school year, only 16 stu- 
dents with profound hearing 
losses and 32 students with 
lirhited hearing were enroll- 
ed. 

Mayme Thornton, direc- 
tot of the college’s Hand- 
icapped Student Services, 
finds the small enrollment 
trgubling. 

‘We believe members of 
the deaf community don't 
know what is available to 
help them achieve a college 
education,” she said. 

Mrs. Thornton, who di- 
rects. a program which 
serves 600 students with va- 
rying disabilities, is parti- 
cularly proud of the 
college’s recently expanded 
program for the deaf and 
hearing impaired. 


Specifically, she points to 
the work Kirsten Gonzales 
is doing with the college's 
hearing impaired students. 
She was hired last February 
as a specialist in counsel- 
ing. 


Mrs. Gonzales, herself 
hearing impaired, knows 
what difficulties students 
face in seeking an educa- 
tion. She has been profound- 
ly deaf since childhood and 
communicates with all per- 
sons by reading lips and by 
signing. 


“The language difficul- 
ties caused by the corn- 
munication handicap 
(deafness) is substantial,” 
she explained. ‘‘In effect, 
they have to learn (at col- 
lege) a second language. ”’ 


The basic sign language 
among the deaf is American 
Signing = | AMESLAM),”’ 
said Mrs. Gonzales. ‘‘The 
problem is that it does't ab- 
sorb new words easily.” 


Although services to the 
deaf are mandated, the col- 
lege’s efforts until Feb- 
ruary only reflected limited 
compliance. Each student 
was provided signed inter- 
preting services in all 
classes, provided tutoring 
when, needed (an interpret-

The transition from self- 
learning to lip reading to to- 
tal deafness was so gradual 
that even when she could no 
longer hear ‘‘I thought I 
could still hear.”’ she said. 


As a senior at Claremont 
High School, fellow  stu- 
dents took notes while she 
watched the teacher and lip 
read. ‘‘It was hard but I was 
a good student and I en- 
joyed reading.” 


Unlike other disabilities, 
the hearing impaired are 
further saddled with the 
fact they ‘‘learn only what 
has been intended for them 
to learn. The deaf never 
overhear anything.” 


To help students learn the 
basics in study, reading and 
writing, three new classes 
for the deaf will be provided 
this fall. The teacher is deaf 
and will communicate by 
signing, Mrs. Gonzales said. 


Both educators are con- 
cerned that most people in 
the valley are not aware 
that the deaf are provided 
interpreters and tutors at 
no cost to themselves. ‘You 
don’t see many deaf adults 
here because they just don’t 
know about the program.” 
College-age students make 
up the great majority of en- 
rollment, she said.
